There are two defective items in the filed appeal brief. 

(1) The appeal brief does not identify all real parties in interest under the heading "REAL PARTY IN INTEREST" (See appeal brief, on page 
2, lines 1-6 REAL PARTY IN INTEREST). However, Rule 37 CFR 1.192 (c)(1) clearly states that the appeal brief shall contain "a 
statement identifying the real party in interest, if the party named in the caption of the brief is not the real party in interest." under the 
heading of "Real party in interest" if the brief is filed by a registered practitioner as an appellant's representative. In fact, the real party 
"AMRON technologies, Inc." in the record at reel 014699/030 has not been mentioned under the heading "Real party in interest". 

(2) The appeal brief does not correctly raise the issue, the grouping of claims, and the argument under the headings "ISSUES", 
"GROUPING OF CLAIMS", and "ARGUMENT", respectively. In fact, the ground of rejection of claim 13 in the Final Office Action was not 
unpatenable under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious in light of Thornborough in view of Schnell and Segur and further in view of 
Cosentino et al., but under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious in light of Thornborough in view of Schnell and Segur (See Paragraph 3 of 
the Final Office action mailed on 13th of May 2004) 
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
